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Applicant petitions the Commissioner for Patents and 
Trademarks to make the present application special. 

Applicant argues that the issue involved in the appeal is 
extremely important , especially since it involves the field 
of recombinant DNA technology which is very active. The 
sole issue is whether a deposit of a cell line subsequent to 
the submission of the application at the Patent and 
Trademark Office fulfills the requirements of Title 35 USC 
112 , paragraph 1. The applicant feels that an early 
decision here would provide proper guidance to the 
inventions in this field. Applicant's attorney argues that 
he has a number of other applications which involve similar 
facts. Applicant further authorizes any decision in this 
application to be made public. 

The present application has been reviewed taking into 
consideration all of the comments set forth in applicant's 
petition. Since there are numerous applications in this 
field and there have been different interpretations of the 
Court decisions in this area, it would appear that a 
clarification of when one must make a deposit is desirable. 
In view of this, applicant's petition to make this case 
special is hereby granted . 
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After the mailing of this decision, the case will be 
forwarded to the examiner for his consideration of the 
applicant's brief.
